ORDER GRANTING REHEARING FOR FURTHER CONSIDERATION  
AND DENYING MOTION FOR STAY 

 
(Issued December 31, 2003) 

 
1. On November 7, 2003, the Commission issued an order in response to a filing 
made by Algonquin Gas Transmission Company (Algonquin) that proposed a new meter 
access charge.1  There, the Commission accepted and suspended Algonquin’s revised 
tariff sheets subject to refund and conditions, and established hearing procedures.  The 
Commission found that a hearing would provide interested parties an opportunity to 
examine and litigate the proposed rates. 

2. Several parties have timely requested rehearing of the Commission’s November 7 
Order.  In the absence of Commission action within 30 days, the requests for rehearing 
(and any timely requests for rehearing filed subsequently) 2 would be deemed denied.  See 
18 C.F.R. § 385.713.  In order to afford additional time for consideration of the matters 
raised, rehearing is granted for the limited purpose of further consideration.  As provided 
in 18 C.F.R. § 385.713(d), no answers to the rehearing request will be entertained.

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3. Among the parties requesting rehearing, Northeast Energy Associates (Northeast) 
also filed a motion for stay that requests the Commission to stay the effectiveness of the 
November 7 Order while rehearing is pending.  The standard for Commission review of a 
request for stay of a Commission order is whether Ajustice so requires.@3  The 
Commission finds that justice does not require that a request for stay of the November 7 
Order be granted under the circumstances presented.  Accordingly, the request for stay of 
the November 7 Order is denied. 

The Commission orders: 
 
 (A)  Rehearing of the November 7 Order is granted for further consideration. 
 

(B) Northeast’s motion for stay is denied.
